Il  is  already  one 
of  our  most  liberal  churches,  and  consider 
ing  its  financial  ability  it  i-  fai  ahead  of 
most  of  (.in  chuiciuS.  i lie  numerical 
strength  of  tljc  church  has  a so  largely  in 
creased  since  the  clmrcn  stipped  forward 
with  its  new  building.  The  Sunday-school 
work  is  very  hopeful.  One  ■ f the  deacons 
said,  “We  will  raise  up  a,  chi  rch  out  of  our 
Sunday-school!.’’  And  that  s just  the  pos- 
sibility of  every  Sunday -schiol.  The  Sun- 
day-school is  one  of  the  safest  assets  of  our 
churches  not  only  for  numerical  increase 
but  also  for  growth  in  missions  and  in  all 
departments  of  church  wort. 

But  let  no  one  imagine  that  the  Baptists 
of  Yazoo  City  have  no  difficulties  to  face. 
It  is  unpopular  there  to  Ik-  .j  Baptist,  and 
every  inch  of  the  ground  occupied  must  Ik- 
won  and  held  by  aggressive  methods.  The 
city  is  largely  under  the  Influence  of  a 
worldly  and  formal  type  of  I migion.  The 
kind  that  is  popular  is  that  represented  by 
the  "pulseless  pre  tcher  of  a|  lifeless  creed.” 
In  the  midst  ot  this  formalism  and  ritual- 
ism Baptists  have  to  do  their  work.  Con- 
ditions are  decidedly  unfavorable  for  the 
work  of.  Baptists;  and  yet  Ithis  only  em- 
phasizes, the  need  of  just  Isuch  work  as 
Baptists  alone  are  able  to  d|>. 

When  the  {state  Convention  meets  in 
Yazoo  City  in  July,  the  lire  :hren  will  find 
one  of  the  most  lieautifu  cities  of  the 
State,  a beautiful  Baptist  Cl  urch,  a strong

The  establishment  of  the  office  of  deacon 

itself  is  proof  tjo  me  that  a deacon  has 

neither  part  nor  lot  i>i  the  gospel  ministry 
as  such  deacon. 

The  0th  of  Acts  is  generally  recognized  as 
the  history  of  the  establishment  of  this  or- 
der of  church  officers.  The  apostles  1k*- 
camo  overburdened  w ith  the  secular  side  of 
their  work  and  said,  "It  is  not  reason  that 
we  should  leave  the  Word  of  God  and  serve 
tables,  wherefore,  brethren,  look  ye  out 
among  you  seven  men  of  honest  report, 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghnlst  and  wisdom,  whom 
we  may  appoint  over  this  business; but  we 
will  give  ourselves  continually  to  prayer 
and  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word.” — Acts 
6:2,  3,  T.  Here  it  is  made  plain  that  the 
first  deacons  were  set  a pa  ft,  not  to  preach 
and  baptize,  but  to  attend  to  "business.” 

; It  is  purely  a secular  olffice  and  is  here 
presented  in  sharp  contract  with  "the  min- 
istry of  the  word”  to  which  preachers 
should  give  tlnlir  attention.  There  is  a 
“business”  side]  to  all  churches  and  happy  ' 
is  that  church  that  has  good  business  men 
for  deacons.  ,\Iuch  of  the  efficiency  of  our
